~ The Rev. Mr. Williams opened 
his sermon by relating several his- 
torical events which led up to the. 
opening of the late World War. He 
stated that Arch Duke 
Frances 


Ferdinand and his wife, of Aus- 
tria, were assossinated by a Ser- 
bian boy, and Austria followed the 
killing with stringent demands up- 
on Servia, which the Serbian gov- 
ernment resented, and ultimately 
refused to permit the trial of the 
murder and others who could pos- 
sibly have had a hand in the af- 
fair, to be held In the Austrian 
courts. One month later war was 
declared, and In a few weeks time 
it had taken the aspect of a world 
war, with many nations partak- 
ing. 
Peace Challenges. 


Here the Baptist minister said: 
"There are challenges in times of 
peace as well as in times of war 
and today we want to discuss prob- 
lems challenged in peace times." 
He went on with a discussion that 
showed it is the temptation today 
to accept the present order un- 
challenged, and accept the fruit of 
the tree instead of cultivating the 
orchard to produce a better prod- 
uct. 
"It is easy for men to be 


heroes and do valiant things under 
electrified 
circumstances 
and 


stringent conditions, but the work 
of today is to give ourselves to 
the accomplishment of Godly things 
in times of peace when not stirred 
by spirited patriotic feeling," said 
tha speaker. 


Discussing virtues 
that 
indi- 
cate whether a person is a hero 
in times of peace as well as in 
times of war, the speaker asserted 
that the United States entered the 
late world war in order to protect 
for weaker countries ideals that the 
United States holds dear, rather 
than 
from 
an 
altruistic 
stand- 


point. He said further, "In times 
of peace a people must have high 
ideals in 
order 
that 
they 
be 


prompted to continue cood work, 
when their spirits are low."

to replace the "degenerated jungle 
tom-tom jazz," with the soul-lifting 
operas of the Old World.

He translated a report of the 


soviet congresses saying the rev- 
olutionary center in America was 
in its 13,000,000 negroes, but said 
the communists had not been suc- 
ceded in advancing their cause 
in this direction, or among the 
farmers.

said the Soviets had not been able 
"to do anything with the Pullman 
car porter."

Bells of the cathedral were silent 
today. 
Their strangely beautiful 


pealings, which through the cen- 
turies have counted off the hours, 
tolled mournfuly at national dis- 
asters and flared forth happily at 
festival times, called nobody 
to 
mass at dawn. 
The tower 
in 


which they hang was vacant and 
the man who rings them was ab- 
sent—in jail. 


Anastasio Mayorga Reyes 
was 


Dorn in the cathedral belfry, where 
his father and grandfather before 
him had spent their lives in min- 
istering to the bells. 
He was 


married in the- belfry, not even 
leaving to fetch his bride. 
They 


made it their home and when his 
father 
died Mayorga succeeded 


liim in responsibility for the bells. 


Becomes Communist. 


Forty-two years, -spent in the 


belfry led Mayorga 
to 
become 


philosophical about life and poli- 
tics, whose panorama he watched 
through many changes and revolu- 
tions from the belfry window over- 
looking the national palace and 
the Plaza De La Constitution. Em- 
bittered at his lot in life, he be- 
came a Communist. 


He learned from friends, 
and 


from such things as he read, prin- 
cipally propaganda, of the third 
Internationale, of Karl Marx and 
Nicolai Lenin, and of the world 
revolution. Friday, the thirteenth 
anniversary of "October Day," date 
of the proletariat victory in Rus- 
sia, Mayorga in his enthusiasm de- 
cided to do his bit to bring about 
the new era in Mexico. 


He procured a large strip of red. 


bunting and on it he painted the 


words, in Spanish—"Down With 
the Gbvernmeht—Pp With Com- 
munism!" He hung the banner out 
of the windows of the belfry where 
throngs gathered in the plaza be- 
low to watch a passing Commun- 
ist demonstration, could see it. 
The banner created a hubbub. 


The pious regarded it as a sacri- 
lege. In view of the Vatican atti- 
tude toward Soviet Russia. Police 
saw a more immediate threat, and 
mystified as to how it could have 
got there, tore It down within a 
few minutes of its appearance.

In the battle against phobias, ob. 
sessions. Inhibitions, wrongly con- 
ditioned reflexes, and other mani- 
fectatlons of ill directed subcon- 
scious activity, there is one tactic 
that should never be lost sight of: 
namely, that a good offensive is 
the best defensive. This is equally 
true on the football field, in mili- 
tary maneuvers, and in the psy- 
chic arena whert conscious minds 
does battle with a rebellious sub- 
conscious. 
The state of "nerves" Is a state 


of civil war in the personality. In- 
stead of unified action with the 
conscious mind in cotrol, there is 
a separation of the personality in- 
to two opposing camps, with the 
reins of government pretty well in 
the hands of what may be dubbed 
the rebel forces, or, as we may say 
the seceding subconscious. 
The cause of the separtlon is a

When \ve really know our own 
minds, agreement la readily arriv- 
ed at. But until insight Is gained, 
by the aid of psychology-, and until 
government is again in the hands 
of the conscious mind, the battle 
rages fiercely, and the total per- 
sonality can do nothing but mark 
time.

er.

Take the college profes- 
sor who cannot attend a banquet 
lest he be overtaken with nausea. 
Or take tho wife of the salesman, 
who cannot accompany her hus- 
band on his trips because the train 
is a shut-in-place with no chnnce 
of escape between stations.

bitions, 
ill 
conditioned reflexes, 


phobias—every one of them be- 
yond the control of tho conscious 
will! 


Now comes in our military ma- 


neuver of putting up a good of- 
fensive. 
The personality 
sends 


its conscious mind into action, not 
to bfl the defensive but to become 
a sleuth; to chase the matter down 
to its inmost meaning; to watch 
it spring into action; to gether 
what it Is really all about. 
The professor, instead of staying 
away from the banquet, or going 
with the certainty that he is fac- 
ing inevitable humiliation, 
is 
to 
welcome tho opportunity for see- 
ing the enemy show its hand. Tie 
is to he the research worker in 
his psychic laboratory, 
analyzing 


tho elements that enter into the 
crippling 
reflex. 


He is to be an Impersonal ob- 
server, a judge rather than a par- 
ticipant. 
As Judge he is to hear 


tho matter out thoroughly, for the 
subconscious thinks it has a griev- 
ance, or that there is an end to 
gain. 
Perhaps it thinks the im- 


mediate situation either offers op- 
portunity or threatens danger to 
some of its own pet schemes hith- 
erto rejected by the personality. 
Take the offensive, Mr. Victim of 
nerves, and you will gain the up- 
per hand in this battle of wits.

"It will not seek to em- 
barrass the president of the Unit- 
ed States, but will be glad to co- 
operate with him and with mem- 
bers of the, opposite party in the 
house and senate in every meas- 
ure that conduces to the welfare 
of the country.
